In the Court House in this city, on Sat- 
urday, at 12 M. 

On motion, Hon. D. M. Barringer was 


called to the Chair. 
IE. C. Woodson, of the News, and J. 


| C. Syme, ot the Sentinel, were requested 


to act as Secretcries. 

On takiag the chair, Mr. Barringer 
explained the object of the convention 
to be the appointment of delegates to 
represent the county in the State Con- 
vention, which szssemblesin Greensboro’ 
on the ist prox. lie then continued 
for some time to urge the necessity of 
reform and purification in our State and 
national affairs, and to point out the 
manner in which the present abuse 
might be corrected, &c. 

On motion of Mr. A. M. Lewis, it was 
agreed that every Democrat and Con- 
servative in the meeting be considercd 
a delegate. 

A list of the townships was called, 
and all were found to be represented by 
bona fide representatives, 

Oa motion of R. H. Battle, a com- 
mittee of nine were appointed to draft 
resolutions expressive of the sense of 
the meeting, as follows: R. H. Battle, 
Geo.

Parker, B. Y. Rogers, G. H. Alford, J.

During the absence of the committee

| ate speech, during which, he was fre-

Atthe conclusion of Mr. Ashe’s re- 
marks, the committee on resolutions 
returned and reported the following, 
which were unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That the Democratic Con- 
servatives of Wake county, do hereby 
declare their firm and faithful devotion 
to well-regulated liberty and civil law 
against Martial law and military cdomi- 
nation—to the rights of the States un- 
impaired and those of the federal gov- 
ernment in all their constitutional vigor 
against the destruction of the former by 
consolidated despotism or injury to the 
latter, by unjust pretensions of the 
States~—to local self-government, so in- 
dispensable to liberty against central 
usurpation—to ability, integrity, strict 
accountability and undoubted purity 
in the administration of ail 
public affairs against incompetency, 
dishonesty, fraud, corruption and 
defaleation, now so prevalent in official 
conduct in every department of the 
government—to economy, retrenchment 
and a real civil service reform in every 
branch of the government against ex- 
travagance, bigh taxes and wasteful 
expenditure of the public money—-to 
the great writ of habeas corpus and 
security for person and property and 
character, as weil to the weak and de- 
fenceless as to the powerlul and strong, 
by the maintenance of law and order 
against violence and crime, and denial 
of justice. And we cordially invite all 
friends ef civil liberty, republican gov— 
ernment and good administration, to 
stand with us, «s we wiil with them, 
without reference to past party affilia- 
tions or preferences, on this firm and 
broad platform of liberal principles and 
patriotic duty. If these great principles 
ever deserved the earnest support of a 
free people, t-ey are especially impor- 
tant and urgent now, in the present 
crisis of public affairs, so full of warn- 
ing and alarm to all true friends of civil 
liberty. 

Resolved, That ull just government is 
derived from, and instituted for, the ben- 
efit of the people and not forthe rulers 
only—that offices in such governments 
are created as agencies for the benefit of 
the public and not for the mere use of 
the office-hoiders, who ought to be the 
servants of people —not their lead- 
ers much less their masters—and that 
therefore we condemn, in the strongest 
terms, the shameless and notorious in- 
terference in elections by ofliee holders, 
both state and federal, now so common 
in this country, as bringing the ‘“pat- 
ronage of the government ia conflict 
with the freedom of elections’—lead- 
ing to the most disgrateful corruption 
ond official demoralization, from the 
highest to the lowest functionaries In 
the government, and degrading and ul- 
timately destroying the most valuable 
of popular rights, in a representative 
Republic, a pure and untraminelied ex- 
ercise of the elective tranchise 

Resolved, we approve the amend- 
ments to the State Constitution pro- 
posed by the last General Assembly, as 
necessary to continue and complete the 
work of retrenchment and reduction o! 
taxes and expenditures, so well begun 
by that Assembly--to restore, as far as 
possible, the credit of the State so nearly 
ruined by the fraud, corruption, and in- 
competency of its predecessor, under 
Radical misrule in this State —to make 
the fundamental law, in some degree, 
suited to the condition, wants and in- 
terests of the people, and place them 
again in the true paths of peace and 
prosperity under a government of their 
own choice. ‘

Seventh, Appeals for protection in 
civil rights in public places, end upon 
public conveyances. 

Eighth, Condemns Republicans who 
voted against the Civil Rights Bill, and 
pledges that tiey will vote for succes- 
sors to them whenever they have the 
power.

According to previous notice, the 
Rads of this county tried to assemble 
soon ‘n the day of 13th inst., but failed 
to have a quorum until 3 p. M. At that 
time the meeting was only organized 
by calling John McDonald Sen., to 
the Chair and M. Alexander to the 
Secretary’s desk. 

Upon taking the Chair, Mr. McDon- 
ald stated that he could account for the 
small number present (7 §whites and 4

Storm at Cincinnati—Loss of Life 
and Property. 


» 
At 2 P. M.on Monday the great storm 


began. It was merciless, snd even piti 
less, throughout the day. its fury 


seemed to culminate at 3 o'clock in the 
morning of yesterday, when the powers 
of eviland water scemed to have been 
let loose. 

At 6 o’clock Monday evening, the 
river was rising only at a moderate rate, 
and but few anticipated, or were pre- 
pared for, the flood that was soon upon 
us. The river rose fifteen feet in the 
next twelve hours following, and the 
damage done was more severe than by 
the-entire ice blockade. 

All the boats coming down yesterday 
were compelled to lower tacir chimneys 
in order to pass the bridges. As we 
announced yesterday, the Bostona lost 
her chimneys at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. She lowered her chimneys in order 
to pass through the bridge, but did not 
get them low enough, and they struck 
the Newport bridge and were knocked 
down. ‘The roof of the pilot house was 
crushed in, but the pilot fortunately 
escaped injury, and as the hour was 
late, and every one except those of the 
crew op watch were asleep, no one at 
all was injured, As she approached 
the bridge, the current was so swift that 
to stop her was an utter impossibility. 

The wharf boat ot the Madison 
packet, C. T. Dumont, lying at the foot 
ot Race street, and the big whartf-boat 
of the United States Mail Line Com- 
pany, at the foot of Fifth street, have 
bot been released from their positions 
on the bank, where they were leit dur- 
ing the winter, by the sudden fall of the 
water, caused by the breaking of [the 
ice gorges below. 

Several of the wrecks of the steamers 
burned at the city wharf, have been 
carried off. The Abcona floated away, 
and was seen passing the foot of Filth 
street. The wreck of the Champion 
floated about one hundred yards, and 
sunk outside the Pomeroy wharf-boat. 
An old steamboat boiler floated off 
from the whart, and was followed down 
the river by several parties in skifls, 
trying to land it at a point opposite the 
Fertilizing Company’s building, where 
it sank.

The entire number of barges lost at 
all points on the river will not fall far 
short of two hundred, one hundred be- 
ing loaded, Estimating the coal in 
each barge to be worth $2,000, and the 
barges at an average of $1,000, the loss 
will foot up $400,000 to the coal interest 
alone.

The tatal casualties attending the 
storm were few, as far as heard from 
at this time, though the accidents and 
incidents of less serious importance 
were many. The lightning did some 
damage to property, in one case was fa— 
tal to life. Three negro boys, each 
about twelve years old, named Willie 
Brown, Ben. Kemper and Edward 
Brooks, ran off from home yesterday 
morning and went fishing in Beargrass 
creek, about four miles south of Broad- 
way. They spent the morning enjoying 
the sport, and started home just before 
twelve o’clock, in the midst of the 
storm. 
They had proceeded but a short dis- 
tance when the were suddenly struck by 
lightning, and Ben Kemper and Edwaril 
Brooks instantlyly killed. | While 
Brown says that he was shocked severe- 
ly, and that the sole was torn from his 
lettshoe. He looked around, asd see- 
ing that his companions had _ been 
killed, he was overcome by fear, ran to 
the house of a neighbor close by and 
gave the alarm, and then came on to 
town and informed the family of the 
dead boys, who live on Green near Han- 
cock street, of the accident. The hats 
of the boys that were killed were torn 
in shreds. The little boy who escaped 
says, with awe and fear, that the three 
had just commenced to curse and. swear 
at the time that they were killed. The 
bodies of the dead had not been brought 
into town ata late hour last night.—

Constitution of North Carolina,”

AN ACT to aiter the Constitution of North 

Carolina, 

Sec. 1. The General Assembly of North 
Carolina av enact (three-fifths of all the 
members of each House concurring), 

the Cotnstituiion of this state be 
altered as follows, to wit: 

Amend seetion six, of the first article, by 
stiiking out the first clause thereof, down 
to, and including the word “but,” this being 
the clause relating to the State debt.. 

Amend section two of ihe second article 
by striking out the word “annually,” and 


| inserting in lieu thereof, the word “bienni- 


aliy;” being in reference to the sessions of 
the General Assembly. 

Amend section five of the second article, 
by striking out all that precedes the words, 

‘the said Senate districts,” and by striking 
out the phrase “as aforesaid or” in sai¢d sec- 
tion; the parts so stricken out having ref- 
erence to the State census, 

Add a new section to the seeond article to 
be styled “section 30,” and to read as fol- 
lows: “Pie tuembers of the General Assem- 
bly shall each receive three hundred dollars 
aS a compensation for their services during 
their term, subjéct .o such regulations in 
regard to time of pay mentand reduction for 
non-attendance as may be prescribed b 
law; but they may havean additional ai- 
lowance When they are called together in 
Special session, and mileage shail be ten 
cents per mile for each session.”’ 


Amend secuon one of the third article by 
Striking out the words “four years,’ where 
they occur first in said section, and insert- 
ing, in lieu thereof, the words “two years,”’

peacements, a Supreme Court, Superior 
Courts, Such inferior Courts as may ve es- 
tablished by law, and Courts of Justices of 
the Peace, 

Alter section eight of the fuurth article, 
SO that said section shall read as follows :— 
rhe Supreme Court shall consist of a Chief 
Justice andtwo Associate Jutices ; PROvI- 
DED, That this shall not apply to the jus- 
tices during their present term of oftice, 
unless by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the number of Associate Justices shall be 
reduced to two,” 

Alter section twelve of the fourth article 
so that said section shall read as follows: 
“The State shall be divided into nine judi- 
cialeaistricts, for each of which a judge 
shall be chosen; and in each district a Su- 
perior Court shall be held at least twice in 
each year, to continue for such time in 
each county respectively as may be pre- 
scribed by law. The “General Assembly 
shall lay off said districts in .due time, so 
that the said nine judges may be chesen 
and begin their ofliciat term at the first 
generat etection for members of the Gen- 
eral Asscituly which shall occur after the 
ratification of this section.” The General 
Assembly may reduce or increase thenum- 
beror Districis to take eifect at the end of 
each judicial term.

regulate by law when necessary the meth- 
ods of proceeding, in the exercise of their 
powers, of all tire courts below the Su- 
preine Court, solar as the same may be 
done without conflict with other provisons 
of this constitution,” 
Strike out sections sixteen, seventeen, 
nineteen, tWenty-five and thirty-three of 
the fourth articie. 


Amend section twenty-six of the fourth 
arlicle by striking out all that part which 
begins with, and foliows the word “but” 
in said section; and, in lieu of the partso 
stricken out, inserting the following :— 

“Phe judicial officers and the clerks of 
any courts which may be established by 
law, Shall be chosen by the vote of the 
Gualified electors, and for such term as may 
be prescribed by law. The voters of eacn 
precinct, established as is elsewhere pro- 
vided for in ‘this constitution, shail elect 
two justices of the peace for such term as 
may be fixed by law, whose jurisdic’ion 
shail extend throughout their respective 
counties. The Generali Assembly may pro- 
vide for the election of more than two jus- 
tices of the peace in those precincts which 
coniain cities or towns, or in which other 
special reasons render it expedient. The 
cilefinagisivates of cities and incorpora- 
ted towns shall have the judicial powers of 
justices of the peace.”
